cessive public expenditure. Moreover, the
steady progress made on the wostorn front
Increases tho expectation of decisive events
which may expedite a favorable pcaC set-

tlement.

CAUSES REVIVAL IN STEErgXIYINO

Demand for Shell Steel and Rails for 'EWopoah Account
Is Large Trading Quiet on Philadelphia

Stock Exchange

All steel trade Interests state there haa
been a good revival In steel buying during
the last two weeks, due mainly to the ac-
tivity on the part of foreign countries, al-

though domestic purchases also have been
considerably larger. A feature- - of the sit-
uation Is the demand for shell steel and
rails for European account, and some of
the best authorities point with cons' Arable
pride to the fact that nearly every coun-
try to which shipments can be made is 'In
the market for rails.
